XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by thes Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 


No, 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of July, August and September, 1936. 


July—The month of July was: characterised by rain-bearing depressions following one another 
in rapid succession, but unfortunately the systems were not sufficiently vigorous to cause any heavy 
rain either on the coast or through the wheat belt. At the end of the month, although the rains 
that fell were highly beneficial to the crops and natural grasses, it was apparent that a heavy down- 
pour was becoming an urgent necessity, as the reserve of moisture in the subsoil was only small. 

The monthly totals, with the exception of portions of the Coolgardie goldfields, were everywhere 
below the average, and in many sections of the wheat belt it was the driest July for several years. 
Over coastal areas and through the fruit and dairying country the monthly totals were between 
60 and 70 per cent. of the average July fall. In the northern, north-eastern and eastern agricultural 
districts, and through the Avon Valley, the various stations showed from 35 to 60 per cent. of the 
average, while the greatest divergence appeared to be at some centres‘in tho southern portions of 
the wheat belt, the totals only showing 30 to 45 per ‘cent. of the usual monthly fall. 

Tn the tropics the month, with few exceptions, was altogether rainless, while in the Gascoyne, 
northern goldfields and Murchison there were only a few light showers, but through the Coolgardie 
goldfields, owing to the registrations effected on the Ist, 8th, 14th and 15th, somewhat over-average 
results were obtained between Kanowna and Norseman. 

The dry spells that intervened between the rainstorms were responsible for some very severe 
frosts in the fruit and dairying country and the agricultural districts, night temperatures being 
lower than usual. There was very little rough coastal weather between Geraldton and Bunbury, 
and only on the 11th was gale force reached, but around the Leeuwin the rough conditions were more 
frequent, although they were by no means unusual. 


August.—The month of August was noted for the continuous passage of more or less well-defined 
depressions, presumably of tropical origin, which appeared first in the neighbourhood of the Leeuwin. 
These repeatedly heralded the approach of unsettled weather which was associated with continued 
showery conditions, extending in a much lighter fashion through the wheat belt. In consequence, 
very little fine weather was experienced on the coast and through the agricultural districts, but 
on the other hand, heavy gaugings were rare, and the generous rains which occurred on the 23rd 
afforded a welcome relief to the succession of light inland showers. Not only was it of great benefit 
to the crops, which were in need of a good downpour, but it thoroughly soaked the subsoil and 
added a little water to the dams. 

On the coast and through the southern and central portions of the wheat belt, the effect of the 
rains on the 23rd was shown in excesses above the average. The greatest increases were noted in the 
metropolitan area and southwards, many stations registering ten inches and over for the month, 
while the central and southern portions of the wheat belt presented satisfactory excesses. The re- 
mainder of the wheat belt showed in general a deficiency amounting to 30 or 40 points, but 
heavier discrepancies were noted in the more northern portions, between Ajana and Yuna and around 


Goodlands, while some of the more southern portions between Jarramongup and Ravensthorpe also 
indicated large deficiencies. 
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In the tropics and pastoral areas drought conditions continued, no rain falling in the tropics, 
and occasional light showers only in the Gascoyne and goldfields. 

Some frosts occurred throughout the month, but were not so severe as in July. minima as a rule 
being higher than usual. Although the grass was making satisfactory progress, and stock improving 
in condition, a substantial rainfall was required to ensure a plentiful supply of water in the dams for 
the summer months. 

Rough coastal weather was experienced on several occasions, particularly heavy weather being 
encountered acress the Bight between the 23rd and the 26th, while shipping at Fremantle was 
also considerably hampered on the 25th. 


September—The month was a dry one throughout the State. and the total rainfall was almost 
everywhere below the average. 

In the Kimberley, Gascoyne, and goldfields districts, excluding a few trifling falls on the 
Coolgardie Fields on two or three days, practically no rain fell at all. In the North-West and Pil- 
bake sudden rains, ranging from 20 points to over an inch, brought over-average results to these 

istricts. 

Throughout coastal areas and the wheat belt, the want of rain was severely felt, and if it had 
not been for the downpour on the concluding day all stations would have been heavily in defect. 
As it was, all stations showed a decrease; which was most apparent on the coast and through the 
fruit and dairying country. The month opened with dry conditions which severely tested the 
crops, and it was not until the 9th that any rain fell. It extended to all sections of the wheat belt 
but was only light, and in view of the dry weather with warm temperatures and easterly winds 
which had ensued since the 23rd of August, was totally inadequate for the crops. Light scattered 
rains were noted on the 2Ist, 22nd and 27th, while at the end of the month, under the influence 
of a strong southern depression, a substantial rainfall swept through the wheat belt. This will 
have helped the crops, more especially those on the light lands, considerably, but on the heavy lands 
it was stated that the crops in the far north, north-eastern and eastern sections were too far gone 
to derive any benefit. The rains, except in a few cases, were insufficient to replenish the dams, which 
were nearly empty. 

In Perth the rain amounted to 1:75 inches, making the total since the beginning of the year 
27-82 inches or 3-53 inches below the average for previous years. 

Temperatures were higher than usual, the mean maximum at Perth being 70-4 deg. compared 
with the average of 66-3 deg., while the mean minimum was 52-8 deg. as against an average of 50-3 deg. 

A very severe frost was experienced over a large area of the wheat belt on the 14th, and consider- 
able damage to crops resulted. 

Rough coastal weather was experienzed on several occasions, that of the 30th being the most 
severe.
